U. S, FORCE BARS CARRANZA

DOUGLAS, Arle, Moy J—An attempt
by a body of Carransa cavalry, the ad-
vianes guard of Ganeral Arnulfo Gomea’s
foree, to enter Chihuahun through Pulpite
Pass, wan blocked today by Amoerican
troope, according to a rellable report re-
celved hore from American solirces,

The Mexleans, according to the report,
were under command of Colonel Jesus
Maria Agulerre, and had penetrated 18
miles into the pass before thelr movement
wins discovered by n Unlted States mill-
try aeroplans, which reported thelr prons.
ence to the Amerlean commuander.

The American troops are sald to have
boer drawn up in strategioal formation to
hold the pass, and Colonel Agulerre did
Hot attempt to press forward, but went

TOBIN SEEKS WRIT
OF HABEAS CORPUS

Philadelphia Lawyer Says His
Arrest in New Jersey Was
Illegal

TAENTON, N. I, May 3. — Francls
Triey Tobin, a well-known Thilndelphin
lawyar, who ls confined In the Burlington
County Joill on on Indletment for con-
spirmey In connection with the trial nnd
eonvietlon last fall of the late Edgur C.
Murphy for the murder of Herman Fisher,
today made application to Supreme Court
Justice Kalisch for a writ of habeas
corpug for his releass,  The upplleation
is basedl on the grounds that his arrest
wani lllognl In that he wns priviloged
